The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior 
art of record does not describe or suggest applicants' invention set forth in claims 
1-10, a semiconductor device wherein a semiconductor layer formed on a first 
main surface has a first conductivity type and includes a first region for a cell 
portion and a second region for a terminating portion and the second region is 
positioned in an outer periphery of the first region, the terminating portion 
maintaining breakdown voltage by extending a depletion layer relative to an 
electric field, in conjunction with periodically arranged junction pairs formed in a 
line from the first region to the second region, in the context of the recited device.
